But those extravagant 
expectations have long since been wrecked in collision 
with realities, the German elections and the French re- 
action. 


If the nations can agree to stand “pat” for a decade or 
more with the weapons they now possess, that is the best 
that can be looked for. And that would be by no means 
an unimportant outcome of the conference. It would, in 
fact, be about as far as there wes any likelihood the 
nations would go. 


This would cut down armament expenditure for each 
country to the amount necessary for maintenance and 
replacement, with no new capital outlay and no larger 
annual bills for larger armies. And it would afford a 
breathing time for the cultivation of international friend- 
ship and the discussion of the whole subject in an atmos- 
phere free from apprehensions aroused 
building rivalry. 

Having failed to agree to reduce, or to permanently 
limit, it is by no means certain that the snarling commun- 
ities on the continent of Europe will even agree to not 
increase their fighting machinery for a fixed period. 

But if these countries, staggering under a load of debt 
which they profess they cannot pay, and wallowing in 
economic conditions that threaten a complete collapse, 
cannot accept a truce to new construction there will be no 
ground left for hope that in happier times they will con- 
sent to either reduce armament or stop increasing arma- 
ment in order to save money. 

The holiday proposal, if made, will be the final test of 
the capacity of the continental countries to suppress 
ambitions, fears and prejudices, and to repose confidence 
each in the good faith of the others. It may also be the 
final test of Europe's capacity to save itself from the 
predicted economic disast

Many people over forty, especially women, are 
troubled with “sick” gall bladders. The gall bladder 
is a pouch found under the liver and attached to it. 
the purpose of the gall bladder being to act as a 
small reservoir for bile, which slowly flows from the 
liver into it. From the gall bladder the bile is fed 
into the intestine, when it is needed for digestion. 
A normal gall bladder is about three or more inches 
long, is pear-shaped, and holds about one ounce of 
fluid.

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The Passing Show

A member of the Cutty Sark Club—which is bringing 
together the remnants of the old deepwater sailormen— 
thanks me for the reference to the club and to the record 
of the American clipper Lightning. 

It may interest some to know that Cutty Sark after 
experiencing some adverse days under another name in 
the hands of Portuguese owners, has been rescued from 
that plight by ship-lovers, and is now living in honors 
able retirement at Falmouth. To those who revere the 
memories of the old tea-clippers, and who recall the 
days when the passages of Cutty Sark, Thermopylae, 
Taeping, Fiery Cross, Ariel and others in the China trade, 
were topics of intense interest, and large sums of money 
were bet on their passages, this rescue of Cutty Sark is 
as filled with sentiment at the rescue of some old prima 
donna or queen of beauty, fallen upon evil days. 

“Cutty Sark” is one of the oddest names ever given to 
a ship. It is Scotch for a short shirt. Lovers of Burns will 
remember the plight of Nannie, the witch in Burns’ poem 
“Tam O'Shanter”: 

Her’ cutty sark, 0' Paisley harn 

That while a lassie she had worn, 

In longitude the’ sorely scanty 

It was her best, and she was vauntie. 

The ships’ original figurehead was the full length figure 
of the beautiful Nannie, with outstretched arm. On the 
scroll work of the clipper’s bow was a string of naked 
witches in fine abandon. But this proved too much for 
the Victorian prudes and the naked witches were re- 
moved. In port, it was the custom of the sailors to place 
a horse's tail in Nannie’s hand, carrying out the idea of 
Nannie in pursuit of Tam’'s mare. Cutty Sark has the 
speed record for a day’s run by a British clipper, logging 
363 knots om her best day's run. She was built in 1869. 


Looking over a diary kept by my father covering the 
years 1864 to 1866, when he was first mate of the clippers 
Haddassah and Emerald in the China trade, I came across 
many evidences of the danger in Chinese waters in that 
day, from risk of pirates. 

One day's entry tells how with a failing wind the ship 
was overhauled by a strange dhow with sweeps. It acted 
in so suspicious a manner that all hands were called on 
deck and armed. The entry for the day says “he suddenly 
turned inshore when he got under our counter. Probably 
found us too high to board.” 

The next day's entry tells how while the vessel was at 
anchor some miles offshore from Cochin China, owing to 
an adverse current and an absence of wind, a boat rowed 
by six natives and a Malay captain came out to them. 
The Malay was very excited and pointed to the dhow 
which had figured in the previous day's event and two 
others, indicated that they were all pirates. The entry 
says “By drawing his finger across his throat the Malay 
indicated what would happen to us if they boarded us.” 

At this juncture, the three dhows, heavily manned, 
were seen coming towards the ship. All hands were again 
brought on deck and armed. In this moment of peril a 
breath of wind swept the vessel to a position where she 
pointed offshore. With the coming of a one and a half 
knot breeze, the anchor was raised and sail set. On into 
the dusk the pursuit continued. How real was the fear is 
seen by the fact that all the crew were kept to arms 
through the night. With great relief when day broke, no 
sign of the pirates was seen.

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CITY GRANTS 
TO HOSPITALS

Commissioners Express. 
Opinion That Policy is 
More Economical 


That city grants to the General 
and Misericordia hospitals are war- 
ranted if only on the ground of be- 
ing more economical, is the recom- 
mendation which the commir-‘on- 
ers will make to city council at the 
regular meeting Monday night.
